Bruffels, December 18. A Thief was hanged near 
Nivelle for Robbery, but was cut down four Hours af. 
ter the Execution by a Farmer, who paffing that Way, 
and perceiving fome Motion of the Body, he carried ir 
to his own Houfe, and had it warmed and rubbed ; by 
which Means the Thief recovered Life, and afterwards 
the Farmer hid him in his Hay-loft to prevent Difcoye- 
ry. In the Night the Thief went off with Four of his Be- 
nefactor’s Horfes, bur was feen at fome Diftance the next 
Morning by the Farmer, who overtook, feized, and im- 
mediatly hanged him of his own Accord: This Mat- 
ter becoming publick, the Farmer is caken into Cuftody 
in order to be brought to his Trial.

Poris, December 24. The Count de Rotenburg, one 
of the King’s Plenipotentiaries to Cambray, is at Length 
fet out thither; fo that ‘tis not to be queftioned, but 
the {iongreis will be opened in January next.

his or her Ufe, or in Truft for him or her any Manors, Lands, Profits out of 
Lands, Tenements, Rents, Terms, or Hereditaments, within the Kingdom of 
England, Dominion of Wales, ot Town of ,Berwick upon Tweed; and that all and 
fingular Eftates, Terms, and any other Interelts or Profits whatfoever out of 
Lands, from and after the faid Tenth Day of April, to be made, fuffered, or 
done, to or for the Ufe or Behoof of any fuch Perfon or Perfons, or upon any 
Truft or Confidence mediately or immediately, to or for the Benefit or Relief 
of any fuch Perfon or Perfons, thould be utterly Void, and of no Effea, “to all 
Intents, ConftruGions, and Putpofes whatfoever ; Itis hereby Declated and E- 
naéted, That the faid recited Part of the faid AG of Parliament fhall not be here- 
by Altered or Repealed, but the fame fhall be and remain in full Force, as if 
this A@ had never been made. 

And be it further Ena@ed by the Authority aforefaid, That from and after 
the Nine and twentieth Day of September, in the Year of our Lord, One thoufand 
feven hundred and feventeen, no Manors, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, 
or any Intereft therein, or Rent or Profit thereout, fhall Pafs, Alter, or Chang: 
from any Papift or Papifts proteffing the Popifh Religion, by any Deed or Wiil, 
except fuch Deed within Six Months after the Date, and fuch Will withia Six 
Months after the Death of the Teftator, be Inrolled in one of the King’s Courts 
of Record at We/tminfter, or elfe within the fame County or Counties wherein tlie 
Ma _ js, Lands, an Tenements lic, by the Cuftos Rotulorum, and Two Jultices 
of the Peace, and the Clerk of the Peace of the fame County or Counties, or 
Two of them atthe leaft, and 4 wea - Peace to be One. ©

Paris, Fan. 5. The Marfhal de Villars was laft Thurfday for the firft time, ad- 
mitted in the Council of Finances, where, at his interceffion, it was refolyed, 
That the City of Marfeilles fhall have the free Liberty of felling Coffee as formerly, 
notwithftanding of the exclufive Priviledges granted to our India Company. Mel 
fire Hyacinth, Prince de Ligno, and ofthe Holy Empire, Marquis de Money, 
formerly Captain ofthe Scots Guards d’ Arms, died here the 31ft of laft Month, 
aged 63 Years. 

London, Dec. 31. The King arrived Yefterday‘at fix iu the Evening at St. James’s 
by the way of Lambath. 

The Colchefter and Leopard Men of War, that were defigned to conyoy his 
Majelty are not arrived. 


Wye’s Letter verbatim, London, Dec. 31, 1723. 


N Sunday arrived a Mail from Flanders, by which came a Letter from 
Broffels, dated January sth, N.S, advifing, That the Agent of the Duke 
of Lorain had fhewn to the Marquis de Prie a Letter he had received 

from Nancy, giving an Account, that the Gang of Highwaymen who had affaf- 
finated and robb’d the Engtith Gentlemen fome time ago on the Road near Ca- 
lais, and who had fince committed other Murders and Robberics on the fame 
Road, had been feized ac Nancy. The Chief of them is a ColleG&or of fome 
{mall Impofts in Lorain, who firft cook to this execrable Courfe of Life, with 
Orhers, who are Lorainers; but afterwards increafed his Gang in the French 
Netherlands. 

*Tis hoped that this, tho’ our former Accounts have proved falfe, wil! be con- 
firmed by the next Mails; for in the Agent’s Letter there is one Thing very re- 
matkable, whichis, When the Officers of Juftice came to feize the aforefaid 
ColleGor at his Houle, his Daughter catch’d hold of a Firelock, and fhot one 
of them dead. 
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Letters from Stockholm fay Thar werd forms Preténfions on Wiro!tx fn
